C\ ad to show that the Windsor Tables and this Manuscript were 
Sy apf” derived from independent sources, but they complement 


and supplement each other in a remarkable manner, especially 
with regard to the vexed question of the translation of 
Knights from one Stall to another. In the Windsor Tables, 
as is also the case in nearly all existing records of the Order, 
the names and titles are given in French, but the fact that 
they, together with the biographical notes, are here in 
English, adds greatly to the interest and importance of the 
present Manuscript. It brings the record down a little later 
than the Windsor Tables for there are twenty-five additional 
later entries, while on the other hand the Tables include ten 
late entries not comprised in the Manuscript. 

The Arms are drawn and coloured by Artists of no mean 
ability. In general each averages about five inches in height, 
and they are usually set out three on a page down the 
centre, although many of the later entries are crowded into

the margin. Ninety-one of the Arms have the holders’ 
Badges annexed in the left-hand margin, which greatly 
increases the heraldic interest of the volume. Against 
each Arms is neatly written in the right-hand margin, the 
name of the Knight, followed in the majority of cases with 
a note on his family, some main incidents in his career, or 
the place of his burial. In many instances these notes are 
of considerable extent, several in fact comprising upwards 
of one hundred and fifty words. 

The Manuscript was evidently not all executed at quite 
the same date, but appears to have been in progress for 
perhaps twenty-five years, say approximately from 1490 
to 1515. The bulk of it, judging from its arrangement was 
done from about 1490 to 1500, for the majority of the 
entries of Knights elected after the latter date, are crowded 
into the margin, because in many places no room had been 
left for subsequent entries in the usual position down the 
centre of each page. The handwriting of the notes is pro- 
bably the same throughout, though considerable variation 
exists, as might be expected in a work extending over so 
long a period of years. But it is highly probable that the 
scribe was not also the draughtsman, for there is ample 
evidence that at least two artists worked on the Arms, for 
the later ones are quite distinct in character and colouring 
from the earlier ones, as pointed out in detail below. 

The approximate date is clearly arrived at from the 
inscription attached to the Arms of King Henry VII on 
the recto of folio 2. 

‘“And nowe gloriously reigneth oure condigne lorde 

Kinge Henr the VIIth whiche in his youth hath endured 

many greate duresse And blessed by God hath wonne i 

ereate Batailles the ffyrste the Bataile of Redmore where 

was sleyne the seyde king Richard the thyrde and the duc 
of Northfolke the Lord fferrys wt many other. The 
secunde the Bataile of Stoke where was sleyne therle of 

Lincoln and theyre pretended King taken whiche was but a 

poore man’s sonne.” 

The battle of Stoke tock place in 1487 and as no later 
event in the career of Henry VII is referred to, the years 
1490 to 1500 may reasonably be assumed as the probable 
time of the writing of the main part of the Manuscript, 
especially as those dates pretty nearly correspond with the 
dates of election of the Knights mentioned in the latest 
primary entries under each Stall all through the volume. 

The Arms of King Henry VIII, which follow. those of 
Henry VII, on folio 2, were evidently inserted in the later 
or second period covered by the Manuscript. ‘They are 
undoubtedly the work of a different artist for the mantling 
is of a different character, and whereas in all the eight 
previous Royal Arms the garters overlap each other and also 
overlap the Badges, in the case of Henry VIII the garters 
do not overlap and the border line of the Badge is quite

intact. The colour of the garter too is quite different and 
the motto which had previously read Honv soit quy nrale 
Y pense is now spelled Hony sovt quyv mal vy pense. The 
ornamentations inthe garter between each word and also the 
shape of the buckle and tab are quite distinct in character 
from the previous eight cases. These Arms of Henry VIII 
have no name or legend attached but there is one set against 
this Arms in Stall IIT. (folio 6) when he was Duke of York 
and afterwards Prince Henry. Reference is there made to 
his having afterwards become King and “conquered the 
cities of terwen and torney with their appurtenances A” 
1513.” This appears to be the latest event recorded in the 
whole Manuscript and is the only instance in which a date 
is actually set down in plain figures. 

On folio 4 two entries relating to the gouns of John King 
of Portugal and Maximilian King of Romans bear the 
initials Jo. W.R., and another later entry on the same page 
relating to Philip King of Castile ends with the initials 
Th. W.R. These initials are undoubtedly those of Sir John 
Wriothesley who was Garter King of Arms from 1478 to 
1504 and of his son Sir Thomas Wriothesley who succeeded 
him in 1504-5. The known dates of the election of John 
King of Portugual and of Maximilian, correspond with the 
dates of Sir John Wriothesley, while the installation of 
Philip of Castile in 1506 falls within the administration of 
Sir Thomas. From these entries and in fact from the inter- 
nal evidence of the Manuscript generally, there can be little 
doubt that the main part of it was compiled by or under 
the direction of the elder Wriothesley, and the later entries 
made in the time of his son Sir Thomas. This supposition 
is greatly strengthened by the above quoted entry relating 
to Henry VIII “who conquered the cities of terwen and 
torney ‘with their appurtenances 1513” for it is mentioned 
in history that Sir Thomas Wriothesley as Garter King of 
Arms officiated at the jousts held at Tournay in that year. 
Consequently the taking of Tournay would be just such an 
event as would be likely to be recorded in an entry made 
probably just after his return. The absence of reference to 
any of the later stirring events in the reign of Henry VIII 
appears to indicate that this entry was contemporary. 

In most of the later entries of Knights elected between 
1503 and 1510 the Arms are evidently drawn and coloured 
by a different artist from the one who executed the main 
part of the work. An examination of a few of these 
entries will make this clearly apparent. Take for instance, 
on folio 2, the aforesaid Arms of Henry VIII, on folio 4, 
those of Maximilian and Philip of Castile, folio 6, Duke of 
York, folio 6 verso Marquess of Dorset (the one on the 
right), folio 8 verso Sir Reynolde Bray and Richard Erle of 
Kent, folio 13 Edward Lord Dudeley, folio 17 Sir Henry 
Marny, folio 21 verso Guido Ubaldus, folio 28 verso.

Sir Richard Guildford and Sir Thomas Brandon, folio 34 
Lord Lawarre, and many others. If we compare these 
Arms with those in the main work it is immediately evident 
that they are the work of another artist and their position 
shows them to be later. The colours are much brighter, 
the mantlings are differently drawn and shaded, and the 
heraldic devices are of a distinct shape and appearance. 

As far as can be ascertained this Manuscript takes rank 
as one of the earliest and most beautiful extant on the 
subject. Its great historical and heraldic interest cannot be 
over estimated, and having regard to the fact that nearly all 
known records of the Order of the Garter are preserved in 
official custody or in libraries, the appearance of such a 
manuscript, as the present, in the open market, must neces- 
sarily be of the very rarest occurrence. ‘The excellent sound 
condition of the volume throughout leaves nothing to be 
desired in that respect.

The 
autograph of Leicester’s Secretary, Thomas Churchyard, the 
Elizabethan poet, is excessively rare, so rare indeed that no 
other example can be traced as occurring for sale. In 1585 
Leicester obtained the command of English troops in the 
Low Countries, though his appointment only served to bring 
out his incapacity to fill a responsible position. On his 
arrival at Flushing, Leicester was offered, and accepted, the 
post of governor by the States, a fact which again provoked 
the anger of Elizabeth, who declared that the Earl and the 
States had treated her with contempt. Before Leicester 
returned to England, towards the end of 1586, he had 
managed, “ with conspicuous incapacity,” to throw everything 
into confusion, and to bring the Low Countries to the verge 
of ruin. Notwithstanding this, the States again offered him 
the government, and be went back with supplies of men and 
money in 1587, though he only retained his post a few 
months.

I should be inclined to follow Lord Charlemont’s advice with 
much readiness and gratitude ; but our Painters are too self: 
sufficient to avail themselves of any hint or instruction I could 
afford them on the subject of Boydell’s Shakespeare Gallery. 
All dresses which are not in modern use, they conceive to be 
ancient ; or, to express myself more clearly, provided they clothe 
their characters in such habiliments as were never seen in Eng- 
land (or perhaps anywhere else), they suppose they shall escape 
censure on the score of anachronism or impropriety. As to the 
Head you do me the honour to mention, I hardly suppose such 
a thing can ever be wanted ; for so far from expecting to bring 
the work to a conclusion, I may not live to see even its begin- 
ning.
